Resubmission. 

Last Friday the Senate laid to 
rest the resubmission question for 
at least another two years in its 
vote of eighteen to five with three 
pairs. This is a gain of two in 
the Senate during the past two 
years and if we remember correct¬ 
ly there has been a corresponding 
gain in tho House, At this rate 
the thing will doubtless get resub¬ 
mitted sometime in the “dim dis¬ 
tant future The News tries to 
steer clear of politics but this can 
hardly be called a political ques¬ 
tion aoy more as it .drew its sup¬ 
porters as well as its oppbhents 
from both the political parties in 
thfe present fight in the Legisla¬ 
ture, and it seems to us now, net 
a.question of politics, but a ques¬ 
tion between right and wrong, a 
question between an attempt to 
restore evil and an act to legalize 
evil. For if we have listened to 
and read with any degree of under¬ 
standing, the arguments which 
have been made before our Legis¬ 
lature, moreover, if we have inter¬ 
preted half aright the characters 
between the lines enunciated by 
those who are out and out for re- 
submission, we must come to this 
conclusion, that those who stand 
fifra and solid upon the prohibi¬ 
tory amendment adopted a score 
of years ago, have done it with no 
less U purpose than to reduce the 
traffic in intoxicating liquors in our 
honored State to the lowest possible
